extent  of  attention  that  is  paid  to  each.  The  subjects  of  Theoretical 
Pharmacy,  Operative  Pharmacy,  General,  Analytical  and  Organic 
Chemistry,  Botany,  Materia  Medica,  and  Pharmacognosy  are  included 
in  all  the  catalogues.  Urinalysis  is  offered  in  most.  Besides  these, 
the  following  courses  are  suggestive: 

Physiology,  by  35  schools,  Toxicology,  by  31  schools, 

Bacteriology,  by  25  schools,  Latin,  by  20  schools, 

JurisprudeDce,  by  15  schools,  Therapeutics,  by  15  schools. 

Hygiene,  by  13  schools,  Physics,  by  12  schools, 

German,  by  5  schools,  Commercial  Training,  by  5  schools, 

Anatomy,  by  5  schools.  Pharmacology,  by  3  schools, 

Geology,  by  2  schools,  Mineralogy,  by  2  schools, 
EmergencyTreatment,  by  2  schools,  Zoology,  by  3  schools, 

Optics,  by  1  school.  Photography,  by  1  school. 
Mathematics,  by  1  school. 

The  above  does  not  represent  the  full  extent  to  which  these  sub- 
jects are  taught  in  Schools  of  Pharmacy,  but  shows  the  attention 
that  is  paid  to  them  in  the  catalogues  of  the  (70)  schools.
